the enthusiasm of the gathering. 


The peace plan was reported to be the same con-

Depart- 
ment of Agriculture official* explain, 
(« that- certain insects shun light, 
whereat ethers exult in the glare of 
the ttudlo Klelgs. 


Consider the case of the common 


clothes moth. The department de*lr*d 
to make a picture showing the de- 
structive habit* of this pest, hvit the 
insect* refused to work under the 
bright studio light*. Moths placed on 
an article of (.•lothiup Hew so rapidly 
into a seam of goods that the dosc- 
ups were a failure. The camera man 
then hit upon the novel idea «f chloro- 
forming the injects to retard ilicli

."peed, and the picture was u success. 


Cotton boll weevils, on the other 


Imnd, perform bent under the intense 
lights. They are regarded as star ac- 
tors, only close-ups seeming to satisfy 
the vanity of the pest. Xot content 
with flying close to the lens, the boll 
weevils fly Into the machine so that it 
is necessary every now and then t« 
atop cranking in order to clenn out 
the camera. 


Beat Art Hard Subject*. 


Honey bee» are catalogued as bad 


actors. In the midst of a picture one 
day lust summer the bees descended 
vu 
masse 
upon 
the 
unprotected 


camera man, who fled and hid in a 
cellar. 
The picture could be com- 


pleted only by erecting a canvas shel- 
ter over the camera so as to make 
shade. Bees will not fly into shady 
places. 


More than 20 motion pictures fea- 


turing Insects in star roles have been 
made by the Department, of Agricul- 
ture. They include pictures of pests 
*uch a* the pink boll worm, which de- 
atroyi cotton, the Mexican bean beetle, 
the European corn borer, stable fly, 
bedbug, 
poultry 
louse, cockroach, 


grasshopper aod others. The picture* 
ara attributed free to agricultural 
college*, county agents, and other ag- 
ricultural agenclea, some of the reels 
being exhibited all over the world. 


Recently the department camera 


men made a apecial trip to Grasshop- 
per glacier in Montana to photograph 
tome of the frozen prehistoric grass- 
hoppers. This glatier ia famous. It 
U believed that theae peata were rwept 
up the canyon through the age* by 
strong wind*, which ' dashed them 
against the preelpltou* walls, the 
grajMhoppen then falling into the gla- 
cier and becoming frozen in the ice. 


Grasshoppers hundreds of year* old, 


but not unlike the graashoppers of the 
precent day, bare been found there, 
perfectly preferred. '"The melted Ice 
at the end of the glacier depot!ta the 
fTMBbopper* on both bankt, ton* of 
the Inaectt having been piled up in 
till* w»y. The department camera, 
men made an ascent of 12,400 feet- to 
take their picture*. 


Lire grasshoppers are difficult to 


photograph. The lady grasshoppers. 
In particular, are camera thy. .Recent- 
ly in making tome movie* of a female 
laying eggs It was necessary for the 
camera man to crawl along a road- 
tide trench on his stomach and "snoot" 
clow range, catching the insect un- 
aware.

Their coots 
were dyed brown, and they were then 
sprinkled with theatric*! powder to 
give them the precise line of the house 
rat*. The pink noses were also dubbed 
with dark powder.

"Ox-Warble — A $50.000.000 


Tune'1 is the title of a picture recently 
made by the department. Great diffi- 
culty WHS experienced In photograph- 
ing the ox-warble. Inusmuch »s it had 
lirst to be squeezed from Us rcfugp ' 
in a cow's hnrk to he "shot." The ox- 
warble is a .small fly that lays eggs 
in the hoofs of cows. The eggs hatch 
a grub, which work* through the cow'a 
body and comes out upon the bark, In- 
juring the hide «nd seriously curtnil- 
Injf milk production. 


The department's inorle laboratory. 


located In Washington, D. C., has been 
in existence for over ten yearn.

"Shooting" Plant Growth. 


A device recently developed by one 


of the department camera men i» a, 
so-called "time lapse'' motion picture 
camera, which automatically photo- 
graphs the development of growing 
plant*, from seed to final growth. The 
machine ma; be net to make single ex- 
posure* from ten seconds to one min- 
ute apart and, thu Bet, produces au 
accurate pictorial record of the growth 
of plant*. The hatching of Insects may 
also be recorded plctortally through all 
stages of development. 


The department'* educational films, 


officials aay, have pro-red a valuable 
medlnin through which to teach im- 
proved agricultural production " and 
marketing. Confronted, however, with 
competition from commercial fllou, 
the camera men must make their pic- 
ture* Interesting ft* well u Informative 
—a combination that I* accomplished 
by wetting the educational material 
into an orthodox morle plot
